THAT "ESSENTIAL EQUIVALENCE" OF STRATEGIC STRENGTH BETWEEN 
U.S. AND SOVIET UNION "MUST ALSO INVOLVE EQUIVALENT SUR- 
VIVABILITY OF TWO SOCIETIES." SECRET STUDY, ACCORDING TO 
THEM, SAYS "CIVILIAN DEFENSE PROGRAM DIRECTED TOWARD GOAL

3. NEW YORK TIMES PUBLISHED REUTER REPORT FROM HELSINKI 
ON END OF U.S.-SOVIET PRELIMINARY TALKS ON HI INTER -KILLER
